A plan to manufacture and dis¬ 
tribute “moonshine” liquor all over 
the United States was thwarted in San 
Francisco Thursday by the seizure 
there of 111 copper stills of from one 
to five gallons capacity by internal 
revenue agents. There is every evi¬ 
dence of a carefully planned and 
fully financed organization to dis¬ 
tribute these stills exists with head¬ 
quarters in San Francisco. The stills 
j were taken in raids on the plants of 
' the M. & H. Manufacturing Company 
I at 717 Market street and on a place 
! at 47 Sixth street. Six men are under 
arrest in connectin with the discovery 
of the distilling apparatus. They are: 
Walter C. Lewis, 1485 Pine street, 
said to be the head of the still 
manufacturers in northern Cali¬ 
fornia.

Tirana, Albania (by mail).—Women 
preponderate in the American Red 
Cross Commission to Albania,, and the 
fact that Americans are willing to 
delegate important administrative and 
executive work to women is always a 
source of astonishment to the natives, 
for in Albania women are generally 
regarded as little more than chattels. 
They have small voice even in house¬ 
hold affairs, have no rights in law, 
are permitted no freedom or initiative. 
They are not allowed to travel, and 
seldom allowed to speak to strangers. 
They do much of the hard manual 
labor of the countryside. 

But the American women in the Red 
Cross mission have discovered that 
they are just as safe among the 
rugged Albanian mountaineers as 
among their own neighbors at home, 
and the work they have done has un¬ 
doubtedly done something to raise the 
position of their sex in the country.
